General Ra­ 
fael Portnondo, one of the commission, 
defined Cuba’s position as follows: 
“ Ninety-nine per cent of the Cuban 
people desire absolute independence. It 
is their wish th at the m ilitary occupa­ 
tion by the United States come to an 
end at once. 
“ It may be said that a small elem ent 
of Spaniards, from a purely commercial 
motive, would favor annexation, but the 
w ish for independence is felt generally 
by many Cubans and Spaniards alike.
